— — the Phlladelphia an 
account 
provides that the electors, chosen in such 
manner as the Legislature of each State 
may ribe, shall meet in their 
tive and vote b for P t 
and Vice President. At the meetings, 
known as “electoral colleges” the electors 
are required to make lists of the persons 
they vote for, and the number of votes cast 
for each, which lists they are required to 
sign and certify, and transmit sealed to the 
President of the Senate of the United States, 
at the seat of Government. That officer 
is required to open these certificates in the 
presence of the Senate and House of Re 
resentatives, and the votes are then 0 
counted, and the person having the great- 
est number of electoral votes tor President, 
if such a number be a majority of the whole 
number of electors appointed, is declared 
‘to be the President; and so of the Vice 
President. 

An act of Congress of March 1, 1792, 
which tixed a uniform time for the holding 
of the Presidential election throughout the 
country, also provides for further details. 
it requires the Executive authority of 
State to cause three certified lists of the 
electors chosen by said State to be made 
out and delivered to the clectors on or be- 
fore the first Wednesday of December next 
after the election, and that said electors 
shall meet and give their votes on the said 
tirst Wednesday in December, at such 
place as the Legislature of the State shall 
direct. In this State Albany is the place 
designated. The electors vote by ballot 
and are reqnired to make thre: certified 
list of the electors attached to each ; 
then to be I — — 2 
yackages, and a further certificate en- 
wey on the envelop of each, signed by 
all the electors, stating that the package 
contains a list of the votes of such State 
for President and Vice President. The 
electors are then required te appoint and 
commission a person to take charge of and 
deliver one of the said certitied packages 
to the President of the Senate at the seat 
of Government, on or before the first Wed- 
nesday in January next — * they 
are further required to forthwith forward 
another of said certificates by the post of- 
fice to the President of the Senate, and the 
third is to be delivered to the judge of the 
District in which the electors are assem- 
bled. These and other minute provisions 
are made to guard against the possible loss 
or failure of a certificate. In order to have 
certainty as to the counting of votes so 
torwarded, Congress is — — to be in 
session on the second Wednesday of Feb- 
ruary succeeding every meeting of the 
electors, on which day the certificates are 
to be opened in the presence of both 
Houses, and the result declared as already 
stated.— Buffalo Courier.
